1) In ancient times, a celebrated artist made a most wonderful 
shield, and worked his own name into it so that it could not be 
removed without destroying the shield. It is just so with the 
Bible and Christ. The Holy Spirits exaltation of Christ in the Old 
Testament writings can not be overlooked. 


2) ...Israel and Judah pictures Christ who rules over all! 
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1) ...secure the protection of some fancied object of worship." This 
ingrained trait of human behavior has its origins in the sacrificial 
system given by God just outside the garden of Eden. The book 
of Hebrews clearly reveals these procedures to be pointing to 
Christ the ultimate sacrifice. 


2) 1 Corinthians 5:7 ...For even Christ our passover is sacrificed for 
us; 


3) ...humility, and patience, for usefulness, both for food and 
reignment, as well as for being fit for sacrifice, and who is a 
lamb without spot and without blemish, either of original sin, or 
actual transgression, holy in His nature, harmless in His life.

And the Trespass Offering - Christ the 
sufficient one. These and numerous others (the Heave offering, 
the drink offering, the red heifer offering) all point to the Lord 
Jesus, who as one author states, "...is the sum of the offerings." 
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
